Hy de Park, N. Y., Sept. 2 (JP) — 
President Roosev elt annou nced 
today his approv al of the W ag­ 
ner-Stengall 
bill 
lau nching 
a 
$526,000,000 ex perim ent in fed­ 
eral-local slu m clearance and 
low -rent hou sing constru ction^ 
He also signed the senate bill 
au thorizing a gov ernm ent mo­ 
nopoly in the produ ction of he­ 
liu m and, changing ex port ru les 
to perm it its sale to foreign 
cou ntries in restricted qu antities 
for commercial or medical pu r­ 
poses. 
Agitation for loosening ex ist» 
ing restrictions on ex port of this 
non-inflam m able gas began soon 
after the G erm an dirigible Von 
Hindenhu i’g crashed in flames 
after an ex plosion at Lakehu rst, 
N. J. 
Under the new act, no heliu m 
pu rchased abroad cou ld be u sed 
for m ilitary pu rposes and all 
foreign sales wou ld hav e to be 
approv ed first by six gov ernm ent 
agencies, inclu ding the war and 
nav y departm ents. 
The loan-grant hou sing act, 
carry ing ou t one of the presi­ 
dent’s cam paign promises, cre­ 
ates a United States hou sing 
au thority in the departm ent of 
the interior with an initial cap­ 
ital of $1,000,000 already appro­ 
priated. 
It also au thorizes u p to $500,- 
000,000 in gov ernm ent-gu aran­ 
teed bonds to raise fu nds for 
loans and an additional appro­ 
priation of $25,000,000 for grants. 
Fu nds for grants, proponents of 
the act say , will not be needed 
u ntil actu al constru ction is well 
u nder way . 
The hou sing au thority may 
lend to pu blic hou sing agencies 
u p to 90 per cent of the cost of 
the projects. 
The local com­ 
m u nities wou ld pu t u p the oth ­ 
er 10 per cent. Loans may ru n 
for a max imu m of 60 y ears. 
Under an optional section, the 
au thority may make ou tright 
contribu tions of 25 per cent ol' 
the project cost, w ith the presi­ 
dent hav ing the right to allot ou t 
of relief fu nds an additional 15 
per cent to pay fo» r labor costs. 
To qu alify for a grant, a com­ 
m u nity m u st be able to con­ 
tribu te a t least 20 per cent of 
the cost. In su ch cases the gov ­ 
ernm ent wou ld lend the other 
40 per cent abov e the grant.

Earlier in the day the presi­ 
dent went ov er the far eastern

Sino-Japanese conflicts with Ro- 
ert W. Bingham, am bassador to 
London. 
Officials annou nced following 
the Leahy conference th a t no 
additional nav al craft wou ld be

KILLED: SHIPS ALSO ADE SUNK 


Hongkong, Sept. 2 
(JP)—A dev ­ 
astating ty phoon — Hongkong’s 
worst in 10 y ears—roared in from 
the sea today and 
gav e this 
B ritish crown colony a lashing 
estim ated to hav e taken a t least 
100 liv es on land and possibly 
more on water. 
Fifteen bodies were recov ered 
from the fire-blackened ru ins of 
a Chinese tenem ent section a ft­ 
er the six -hou r hu rricane died 
down. The storm was blamed for 
the fire which trapped the hap­ 
less 
Chinese 
in 
their 
flimsy 
dwellings. 
Nu merou s 
hou ses 
collapsed 
u nder the fierce wind, bu ry ing 
their occu pants. Observ atory in­ 
stru m ents 
ceased 
to 
fu nction 
after registering a 125-miles-an- 
hou r v elocity for the ty phoon. 
The storm spread hav oc in the 
harbor "and boiling seas swept 
the distance of a block into the 
city , carry ing with them the 2,- 
000-ton coastal steam er Anlee. 
The ship was picked u p like a 
piece of driftwood and deposited 
stern first on Pray a 
roadway , 
with the prow su bmerged. The 
British three-fu nnel ship Tila- 
wa and the Japanese liner Asa- 
ma M aru were driv en agrou nd. 
Streets were blocked in all di­ 
rections by debris. Many of the 
low-ly ing 
thorou ghfares 
were 
cov ered by sheets of w ater after 
the storm su bsided. A torrent of 
rain accompanied the blow. W a­ 
terfront 
shops 
were 
flooded 
waist-deep. 
Solid blocks of m asonry col­ 
lapsed u nder m any piers. Sm aller 
seacraft lay in a wild ju mble. It 
was thou ght likely th a t m any 
v essels on the open w ater when 
the storm stru ck were in dis­ 
tress. Fou r ships in the harbor 
alone sent ou t S O S calls. 
A witness said he saw scores 
of Chinese stru ggling in the wat- 


er, 
apparently 
hav ing 
been 
forced from their ships. 
The 
Hongkong 
harbor 
was 
crowded before the hu rricane by 
v essels which had taken shelter 
becau se of the Japanese block­ 
ade of the Chinese coast. The city 
itself was orowded with refu ­ 
gees from the Shanghai 
war 
zone. The frightened 
popu lace 
rem ained 
indoors 
du ring the 
storm.

W ashington, Sept. 2 (A*)—Sen­ 
ator Holt (D-W. Va.) said today 
he will seek to record the senate 
against a third term for Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt. 
A 
frequ ent 
adm inistration 
critic, Holt said he wou ld offer 
the same resolu tion opposing a 
third term which the senate ap­ 
prov ed in 1928 and the hou se 
adopted in 18 75. 
He noted th a t nearly a score 
of Democrats now in the senate 
v oted nine y ears ago, when Cal­ 
v in Coolidge was president, th a t 
a third term wou ld be “u nwise, 
u npatriotic and frau ght 
with 
peril to ou r free institu tions.” 
While Holt took this m ethod of 
recognizing talk of a third term 
for the president, there were ex ­ 
pressions of dou bt from other 
Democrats th a t 
Mr. Roosev elt 
wou ld seek or accept renom ina­ 
tion in 1940. 
Senator Ty dings (D-Md) said 
he “took no stock w hatev er in 
the talk of a third term .” 
“I don’t think Mr. Roosev elt 
w ants it,” he added. 
Before he left the capitol after 
the adjou rnm ent 
of congress, 
Senator George (D-Ga) said he 
was “confident” th a t the presi­ 
dent “a t the proper tim e” wou ld 
declare his position and 
step 
aside for another. 
Unwilling to be qu oted directly 
in specu lation in adv ance of the 
nex t cam paign, other Democrats 
said priv ately they dou bted a 
third term was likely . 
Holt’s resolu tioh wou ld be the 
second designed to pu t congress 
on record against a third term . 
Senator Vandenberg 
(R-Mich) 
offered one shortly before a d ­ 
jou rnm ent. 
Senator LaFollette (Prog-W is), 
New Deal cham pion, introdu ced 
the resolu tion which Democratic 
and some Repu blicans v otes pu t 
throu gh the senate 56 to 26 in 
1928 . It was v irtu ally identical 
in wording with a resolu tion 
which the hou se approv ed 234 
to 18 in 18 75, when G rant was 
nearing the end of his second 
term in the W hite Hou se.

Taming the Bull 
The aged Ho lstein bull sho wn abo v e was to o v aluable to kill—and to 
mean to keep. His chief amusement was try ing to smash do wn a high 
bo ard fence—until the Maine farmer who o wned him replaced the bo ard 
fence with wo v en wire, plus three strands o f “ charged” barbed wire in- 
aide. No w it is impo ssible to get that bull within two feet o f the fence and 
the farmer merely turns the “ juice” o p two o r three times a week as • 
precautio n. 


An Alfalfa My stery 
Mo st plant parasites either kill o r stunt the plant—but alfalfa is the 
ex ceptio n. The bacteria which pro duce the ro o t no dules o n alfalfa are 
parasites, but instead o f damaging the alfalfa plant apparently it canno t 
¿ iv e witho ut them. At least I draw this co nclusio n fro m an Ohio Ex peri­ 
ment Statio n repo rt, in which it is stated that when alfalfa stands run 
o ut—in spite o f pro per so il and drainage co nditio ns—it is usually fo und 
that so mething has reduced thenumber o f ro o t no dules. 


Safe in the Stalk Field 
Tro uble frequently lurks in the stalk 
field when cattle o r ho rses are turned in— 
but sheep can harv est co rn-stalks pro fit­ 
ably and witho ut danger to themselv es. 
The sketch sho ws a carlo ad o f feeders 
turning a Misso uri stalk field into meat 
and wo o l and fertilizer. 


Adv antages o f Grass Silage 
The New J ersey Ex periment Statio n, lo ng the o utstanding leader in 
ex periments with grass and legume silage, o ffers the fo llo wing arguments 
in fav o r o f using grasses and clo v ers in place o f co rn, o r as a supplement, 
in the silo : (1) Grasses and legumes, when pro perly fertilized, o ften pro ­ 
duce as many to ns o f silage per acre as y o u can get with co rn and at much 
lo wer co st o f pro ductio n; (2) With these cro ps y o u can gro w y o ur .silage 
o n hilly fields where ero sio n wo uld be serio us with a cultiv ated cro p like 
co rn; (3) Yo u can fill y o ur empty silo with 
a hay cro p—lo ng befo re co rn 
is ready —and use it fo r summer feeding when pastures dry up. 


Check Yo ur Dairy Rado n This Way 
Michigan Ex periment Statio n o ffers this quick way to check up o n 
y o ur dairy ratio n. If y o u hav e plenty o f high-quality alfalfa hay y o u can 
get alo ng witho ut buy ing pro tein co ncentrates. If y o ur ro ughage is go o d 
clo v er o r mix ed hay y o u will need fro m 10% to 20% o f pro tein supple­ 
ments in y o ur grain ratio n. And if y o ur ro ughage is merely grass-hay o r 
•to v er, y o ur grain ratio n sho uld co ntain 25 % to 30% o f co ncentrates.

Mo st Hay per Acre 
Perhaps there are o ther hay cro ps that wo uld make mo re to ns o f hay 
per acre, but Ludv ik Petrak o f Linn Co unty , Io wa, is co nv inced that no ne 
o f them will make as many to ns o f digestible feed—in his territo ry —as he 
gets fro m so y beans and sudan grass in alternate ro ws. Abo ut J une 1st he 
plants a bushel o f Manchu so y beans per acre in 34-inch ro ws. Abo ut a 
mo nth later he straddles the ro ws o f beans 
and drills in 10 po unds o f sudan grass to 
the acre. The sudan grass keeps do wn the 
weeds—the hay cro p is cut with the binder 
and permitted to cure in the sho ck—and 
then it is cho pped and blo wn into the hay ­ 
mo w.—Ho ard’s Dairy man.

“Soaring temperatu res of 
90 
degrees to 100 degrees F. will 
spoil a good egg qu ickly . When 
the temperatu re rises, egg qu al­ 
ity takes a drop — u nless eggs 
are properly protected. Consid­ 
erab le depreciation takes place 
when eggs are left in the nest 
all day ex posed to high temper­ 
atu res,” recently stated W. P. 
Alb right, ex tension pou ltry man 
of Pu rdu e u niv ersity .

‘lay ing hou ses gets high enou gh 
to spoil an egg in two or three 
day s, and it does not take many 
hou rs of ex posu re to send a 
top qu ality dozen down to the 
lower grades,” Alb right fu rther 
adv ised.

WHO SUPPORTED JEFFERSON? 
There was mu ch comment in the newsp ap ers 
ov er the cou ntry concerning the President’s 
criticism of Lord Macau lay ’s p rediction as to the 
fu tu re stability of the American gov ernment u n­ 
der the Constitu tion. The Macau lay qu otation 
has been u sed on v ariou s occasions of late and 
is not u nfamiliar to American stu dents of his­ 
tory and economics some of whom hav e p ro­ 
fessed to see a similarity between the English­ 
m an’s p redictions and the p resent trend of af­ 
fairs in the United States u nder the New Deal. 
President Roosev elt natu rally criticised Lord 
Macau lay and p laced him among the “Tories.” 
As a matter of fact, Macau lay was a Whig and 
was mu ch op p osed to the tories of his day , al­ 
thou gh he qu estioned the safety of an u nchecked 
and u ncontrolled democracy in p erp etu ating the 
fortu nes of any gov ernment. Sp eaking of the 
Englishman and his school of thou ght the Presi­ 
dent is qu oted as stating: 
“We know, howev er, that althou gh this school 
p ersisted, with the assistance of the newsp ap ers 
of the day du ring the first three national ad­ 
ministrations it was eliminated for many y ears 
at least u nder the leadership of President Thom­ 
as Jefferson and his su ccessors.” 
The inference seems to be that the first three 
administiations in ou r history were of the “Tory ” 
ty p e, if Macau lay can be called a “tory ” u nder 
the modern definition, and that Thomas Jeffer­ 
son wip ed ou t the school. Now who were the 
Presidents in the first three administrations? 
They were George Washington and John Adams. 
It wou ld be interesting to know whether Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt now regards President Washing­ 
ton and President Adams as “Tories.” It is tru e 
that they came in for a great deal of criticism 
from some of the adv anced “democrats” of their 
times and were regarded as reactionaries be­ 
cau se they did not inv olv e the United States in 
the trou bles of commu nist France. So tired was 
Washington in fact, and so keenly did he feel 
the u nju st criticism that it made his retirement 
to p riv ate life at the end of his second Presiden­ 
tial term a p leasu re. Bu t Washington has nev er 
been regarded as one of Macau lay ’s “Tories.” 
Wonder hew many of the New Dealers now so 
regard him? 
If the liberal statesman u nder Thomas Jeffer­ 
son p u t an end to the “Tories” of the federal­ 
ist ty p e when the latter came into p ower, we 
wonder whether Mr. Roosev elt will let u s into 
the secret as to who p u t an end to the Jeffer­ 
sonian liberals? 
Jefferson believ ed firmly in local gov ernment. 
He said time and time again that the best gov ­ 
erned p eop le were the least gov erned. He ab­ 
horred too mu ch central au thority at Washing­ 
ton. He said among other things that if the 
farmers of America ev er had to be told from the 


banks of the Potomac what to p lant, and how 
mu ch to p lant we wou ld soon be wanting bread. 
Well, u p to this time thp re is still p lenty of food 
thanks to the u nu su ally hu ge imp ortation from 
alien lands, althou gh it mu st be admitted that 
some things now are getting a little scarce and 
ex p ensiv e. 
Bu t at any rate if Jefferson ended Washing­ 
tonian “Tory ism” it might be interesting to 
know who is p u tting the finishing tou ches to 
Jeffersonian “liberalism.” 


TVA — JOB DESTROYER 
When hy dro-electric p lants rep lace fu el elec­ 
tric p lants, the cau se of p rodu ctiv e emp loy ment 
is seriou sly inju red. A case in p oint is p rov ided 
by the TVA. 
According to the National Coal Association, 
the coal indu stry su ffered a loss of close to 500,- 
000 tons last y ear alone becau se of the su bstitu ­ 
tion of TVA hy dro p ower for steam p ower. This 
means that the railroads serv ing the area lost 
200 trainloads of 50 cars each. It means that 
the coal miners in the area lost $500,000 in 
wages. It means that half a million man-day s 
of work were lost in the coal indu stry . 
Last y ear TVA p rodu ced only 8 p er cent of its 
p otential p rodu ction. When and if fu ll TVA 
p rodu ction is reached, the wage loss to coal 
miners will be $10,000,000 a y ear. 
Unbiased su rv ey s show that the cost of p ro­ 
du cing hy dro p ower (ex cep t in the most fav ored 
locations) is materially greater than wou ld be 
the cost of p rodu cing steam p ower from today ’s 
modern p lants. If, as the gov ernment contends, 
re-emp loy ment of men by p riv ate enterp rise is 
the greatest need of the day , why is it destroy ­ 
ing jobs in one of ou r basic indu stries?

first two m onths. 
They said the Ju ly-A u gu st de­ 
ficit wou ld be offset by economies 
and 
increased 
repaym ents 
of 
federal loans du ring the rem ain­ 
der of the year ending next Ju ne 
30. 
Reports 
showed 
ou tgo 
was 
$249 ,000,000 greater than income 
in Ju ly and $108,539 ,000 higher in 
Au gu st, with the last two days 
u nreported. 
This total was $31,000,000 more 
than the deficit for the first two 
m onths operation of the govern, 
m ent in the last fiscal year. The 
Ju ly deficit was $126,000,000 more 
than for Ju ly, 19 36, while tha t 
for Au gu st was $9 5,000,000 u nder 
the figu re' for the same m onth 
last year. 
The estim ate of a $410,000,000 
deficit for this year was made 
by President Roosevelt last April. 
Officials who predicted it will 
be held u nder this figu re pointed 
to a 34 per cent increase in rev­ 
enu e for Ju ly and Au gu st, com­ 
pared to the same m onths last 
year, and said relief and recovery 
expenditu res 
had 
been 
cu t 
sharply. 
Throu gh this increase in rev­ 
enu e tho ratio of collections to 
expenditu res was higher despite 
the larger deficit. 
Treasu ry officials figu red col­ 
lections were a t the rate of 69 .8 
cents 
for 
every fdollar 
spent 
com pared to 65.3 cents in Ju ly 
and Au gu st, 19 36. 
Discu ssing the possible defi­ 
cit, they said a revised “econo­ 
my” bu dget for the year m ight 
be compiled in the near fu fru re 
by the bu dget bu reau . 
Work already has started on 
drawing u p bu dget estim ates for 
the 19 39 fiscal year when, ad­ 
m inistration leaders have assert­ 
ed, the bu dget will be balanced. 
Sim u ltaneou sly with the treas­ 
u ry’s report on fiscal progress, 
two conflicting statem ents ap­ 
peared in the congressional rec­ 
ord on how m u ch congress a p­ 
propriated for this year. 
Rep. 
Cannon 
(D-Mo) 
said 
congress 
appropriated 
$9 ,355,- 
59 5,89 2, bu t made revision for 
expenditu re of only $8,376,122,165 
of the total in this fiscal year. 
He figu red postal and other rev­ 
enu es redu ced the actu al total 
to $7,448,648,9 23, or $357,730,248 
less than for 19 37. 
Rep. Taber (R-NY) said the 
appropriations totaled $10,252,- 
000,000, inclu ding 
reappropria­ 
tions of money previou sly appro­ 
priated bu t not spent.
